JOHNSON IN CHARGE 
OF IMPERIAL PALACE 


Simmons Tells of His 
Split With Evans—Edict 
Against.“ Kamelia’”’ Con- 
firmed as Cause. 


Members of the Ku Klux Klan 
were reported to be swarming into 
Atlanta from all over the United 
States Tuesday as Colonel William 
Jospeh Simmons, founder of the or- 
der, exerted the temporary control over 
the organization given him by Fulton 
superior court. He appointed Dr. 
Fred B. Johnson, prominent Texas 
surgeon, as chief of staff, and placed 
him in actual charge of the imperial 
palace on Peachtree road. 

With the last 48 hours, The Con- 
stitution was informed, approximtely 
6,000 klansmen have gathered here to 
lend ‘their influence and support to 
Colonel Simmons in his move against 
Dr. H. W. Evans, imperial wizard, 
and other imperial officers under the 
wizard. 

The break betwecn Colonel Sim- 
mons and Dr. Evans occurred last 
week when Simmong announced that 
he would found and sponsor an or- 
ganization for women whose policies 
and purposes would be along the same 
line as those of the klan, and Evans, 
as imperial wizard, issued a procla- 
mation forbidding klansmen to es- 
pouse such ap organization. 

Coup d’Etat Complete. 

The coup d'etat of Colonel Simmons 
seemed complete Tuesday as Chief of 
Staff Jobnson, his appointee, took 
charge of the imperial palace. Dr. 
Johnson’ ¢omnmiissionéd several mem- 
bers of the order who are known to 
be friendly to Colonel Simmons to 
fill the various executive offices tem- 
porarily and to carry on the routine 
affairs at headquarters. 

Several thousnnd dollars received at 
the palace daily must be properly ac- 
knowledged and deposited, and other 
routine at the palace made necessary 
the designation of temporary officers, 
it was stated. 

When the new officials commission- 
ed by the Simmons faction appeared 
at the palace to assume charge, it Is 
ssid, they were told by guards and 
other subordinate attaches of the head- 
quarters that Dr. Evans and his as- 
sociates were ont of the city, and 
probably would not return for eight 
or ten days. Dr. Evans was reported 
to be in New York.

He mentioned the efforts of prose- 
cution to establish that Innes bad 
murdered the two Nelms girls in an 


| attempt to conceal the crime, and de- 


clared that in charging the jury and 


|in deciding on the sentence to be im- 


posed, he endeavored to drive from 
bis mind these features of the case. 

He called attention to the fact 
that a case of murder had not been 
made out against Innes, but stated 
that the crime of which he had heen 
found guilty merited the limit, al- 
though he intended to disregard the 
two counts in passing sentence, con- 
sidering that both counts were one 
crime. 

Innes Charges Injustice. 

Innes declared that he had been 
given no opportunity to defend him- 
self, having been‘in jail all the time 
since 1914, and that papers which he 
would have used in his defense had 
been taken from him and not returned,

the bureau, on replies received from 
one thousand married women in var- 
ious parts of the country, shows that 
375 admitted having spooned prior to 
marriage with other than fiances: 2US 
spooned with fiances only and 389 
never spooned prior to marriage. The 
question was left unanswered by 

Eleven of 325 failed to specify the 
extent .of their spoonings: 21 wrote 
“not far’; 50 “kissing only’: 104 
“hugging and kissing’; 45 “hugeing, 
kissing and fondling’: and 144 admit- 
ted more unrestrained spooning. One 
did not specify. 

872 Still Happy. 

Of the 1000 married women, S72 
proclaimed themselves happy. Of the 
happy group 41 per cent did not 
spoon, 37 per cent did and 22 per cent 
spooned only with their fianees, Of 
the middle group, 38 per cent admitted 
the extreme. 

Included in the 1000 married women 
with which Dr. Davis’ report deals, 
691 were college graduates, 47 col- 
lege undergraduates, 41 high and aor- 
mal school graduates, and 12 vrivatre 
school graduates, 

Of the 691 college graduates 74 per 
cent admitted practicing birth cun- 
trol. Health and economie grounds 
were the reasons chiefly given. 

A committee of 11 women well 
known for their work in the field cf 
psychology co-operated with Dr. Davis. 
Care was taken to prevent the identity 
of those answering the eight-page 
questionnaire from becoming known. 

Unexplored Country. 

“In no part of the field of eduea- 
tion is there greater difference of 
opinion than in that whieh deals with 
sex,”’ suid Dr. Davis. ‘This is larzely 
because, except on the pathological 
side, sex is Scientifically an unexplor- 
ed country. 

It was explained that heretofore 
such studies have been made only 
among women prisoners or patholog- 
ical cases, 

oe preliminary letter seeking co- 
operation was se nt to 5.000 women 
in various parts of the country. Ques- 
tionnaires eventually were received 
from only 436. The balance of the 
1000 were obtained after letters had

These features were eliminated im 
the redrafted regulations submitted by 
the commission Monday and approved 
by the governor.
